world. You have been, a dear, good 
•wife to me. Andrews has worke.d my 
ruin. Dear wife,' keep all the Insur- 
ance for yourself and babies. How 
hard it is to leave .you, all! 
I have 


made a desperate, effort, to keep things 
.going until I would get the road 
financed, but it has -been too slow. The 
examiner- is- here and 1 am ruined. 
Do forgive -me,'it is not my'fault. I 
have been ' shamefully robbed. 
The 


bank will get everything but the.life 
Insurance.'

Was Treasurer of Road. 


Clark was treasurer of the Santa Fe 


Central railroad, of which W. H. -An- 
drews was president. This road Is in 
New Mexico and is about 117 miles 
long, running from Santa'Fe to Tor- 
ranee, with a branch now projected to

italized at.$2300,000 and .is bonded to

Immediately .'after the suit was 
started it was stated at Andrews' of- 
fice that he had made preparations 
to go to Europe. 


An officer who searched the city to 


subpoena Andrews to appear at the 
Clark Inquest on Monday was unable 
to. find him./ Efforts made to locate 
him Wednesday were again unsuccess- 
ful.

'killing of the Carter children was 
not In the "trade," and that he w«s 
particular to caution the negro that 
the children must not be harmed. 


Rawlings says Joe Bently, "Mitch" 


Johnson and himself Tuade a deal with 
Moore several days before the murder 
was committed: The understanding 
was that. Moore was to kill Carter for 
a consideration, bi* that nothing fur- 
ther was to be done. 
Moore 
L was 


ready for the job at once, and he and 
Bently wanted to kill Carter.the Sun- 
day night" before 
the tragedy, but 


could not get a buggy to go to Car- 


' ter's house. 


Accordingly the negro decided to 


wait, and the following Sunday he 


( drove out to the Carter home alone. 


Carter, himself, was not at home, and 
the negro attacked, the four children 
of the 
(loomed man and murdered 


them'In cold blood. When Carter re- 


• turned he found their lifeless bodies. 


Carter at once 
remembered the 


feud with Rawlings, and complained 
against him. Rawlings and his two 
sons, aged 15 and 17 years 
lv were arrested and charged with 
murder. 
All were 
convicted and 


death sentences passed.

was taken to the Supreme court, but 
Rawlings declares he is indifferent to 
that tribunal's decision and that lie 
has confessed simply to save his sons,

A Simple Experiment. 


On November 7 at S o'clock.. and 


November 22 at ,S o'clock, the Great 
Dipper will be : due north and'scarce- 
ly above the horizon. Cassiopia will 
be nearly 20 . degress east, of • north 
of the zenith. . Andromeda, Perseus 
and Taurus will be between' the zen- 
ith and the eastern horizon.

November Meteors. 


Nearly every persons has: at some 


time witnessed the fall of a meteor, 
or shooting star; in the- evening sky:; 
lias, for a- second or two1, watched its' 
course from where the eye. first noted 
its 
sudden - appearance • to where it 


vanished as quickly as it appeared, 
leaving a glowing trail of soft light 
akmg,;its path. Most frequently they 
appear and vanish at great heights, 
being} entirely consumed by 
the in- 


tense; heat developed as they pene: 
• trate --the earth's atmosphere. 
Some- 


times heavier .ones, fall—glow more 
brightly, and reach the' earth. 
Others 


still heavier come with intense, light, 
a rushing sound in the air, aridJ fre- 
quently exploding with several sharp 
reports, the pieces quickly falling to 
the ground, where they have often 
been found while still hot. In cases 
where" they burst 'or •' •' explode, 
the 


pieces are scattered along the ground 
for many .miles. The larger meteors 
are sometimes seen to fall during 
the daytime. 
A greater number of 


shooting stars fall while the earth is 
moving over the second half of its 
orbit from July .1. to..Jan. 1; the. great- 
est number in any one month falling 
in August,. the next greater 
in No- 


vember. Astronomers tell us that in 
August and November of eaclv year 
the earth passes close -to. the orbits 
of two separate swarms of meteors1. 
Now it happens that these bodies of 
meteors or shooting stars do hot have 
their year of the same length as docs 
the earth, the year of the stream of 
November meteors ' requiring

C.. and most likely was known to the 
earliest astronomer, either by 'obser- 
vation or- tradition-. Comets have al- 
ways''aroused the superstitions .and 
fears' of a large part- of the- human 
race, and during the middle ages ar.d 
earlier, all sorts of calamities were 
predicted and attributed to the pres- 
ence of a comet ,in the heavens. But' 
so far as known they have all proved 
harmless, and seldom 
change their 


habits: At the observatories- comets' 
are 
: recorded "by- the hundreds.

great majority being- visible only by 
the aid of the telescope. 
They are 


supposed- to' be composed chiefly of 
carbon.- As they approach -the sun 
fine particles of the comet seem to 
be driven off its surface, faster arid 
faster the -nearer they get - t o - t h e 
sun,: the little particles following as 
a luminous train while the comet-ap-:

THE STARS BY DAYUQHT. 


Tradition Tl:nt Tlu-y, Mny 3tt Seen 


From Bottom 'of Shaft. 


Are the stars visible to ordinary 


sight in the diiytime? There is a wide- 
spread tradition that they :ire; that if 
an observer places himself at tbe bot- 
tom of any deep shaft—as of u mine, a 
•n-cll or a factory chimney—which may 
shut off scattered light and reduce tbe 
area of sky illumination acting on the 
retina, lie. will be able to discern the 
brighter stars without difficulty. 
The 


tradition is one of 11 respectable an- 
tiquity, for Aristotle refers to persons 
seeing stars iu daylight whew looking 
out 
from 
caverns of 
subterranean 


reservoirs, and Pliny ascribes to deep 
wells a similar power of rendering 
visible the stars, tbe .light of which 
would otherwise be lost in. the over- 
powering splendor of the solar rays. 


Tbe tradition, well founded or not, 


has orton bee'u adopted for literary 
effect.' It seems almost sacrilegious to 
liint that no star known to astronomers

The 
remarkable black lillinutiitns-of Africa 
form one of the enigmas- of the dark 
continent. 
Professor Starr hopes to 


throw new liglit upon their origin and 
ancestry by making a series of plas- 
ter" casts, physical measurements, pho- 
nographic records, moving pictures and 
hundreds oC. photographic negatives of 
theni. For this purpose bo .takes with 
him an expert young Mexican photog- 
rapher, Manuel Gonzalos. 


When asked for an outline of his 


plans, Professor • Starr suicl: "I. shall 
study the little Btitwu pygmies and 
camp with them in 'their forest re- 
treats. The pygmies are iu no sense 
apish, as popularly supposed. The re- 
sult of my investigations . will, no 
doubt; go far to prove that they have 
been an unchanged race from their 
creation ami not a degenerate people. 
I shall also make an investigation of 
the strange yellow and copper hucd 
race of Africans recently made known 
by Samuel Verncr, the missionary sci- 
entist now in that country. He says 
that the traditions of these yellow men 
indicate no white ancestry. They have 
a traditional testimony of au unmixed 
descent for hundreds of years. They 
are superior iu handicraft and culture 
to the native blacks and do riot like to 
marry dark women. 


"There are about as many of these 


yellow men in Africa as there are ne- 
groes in the United States. 
They are 


scattered through many different tribes. 
It is believed that they are tlie last sur- 
vivors' of a migration ot peoples cen- 
turies ago into Africa from the region 
of tlie-NUo and the Red Sea. Sir. Ver- 
ncr's preliminary account,- -both of the 
Batwa pygmies and the yellow negroes, 
practically an unknown race of man- 
kind, has awakened n widespread de- 
sire among scientists for a more ex- 
tended knowledge in regard. to them, 
which can 'only come from careful and 
prolonged research, such us I propose 
making. The field is a rare and fas- 
cinating one for the ethnologist. The 
results may open up a new chapter oC 
life on the dark continent" 


Professor Starr's headquarters . will 


be 1.100 miles In the interior, at .Nilom- 
bc. In the Belgian Kongo protectorate, 
the capital -city of King • Xdouib'e, who 
will aid him In carrying out his Investi- 
gations.'1 'Large bands of the Batwa 
pygmies live in his territory. They pay 
him tribute by furnishing meat and 
game to supply his large household. 
King Ndombe is of a copper color, over 
six feet six inches tall and of herculean 
build. 
Ho has a face expressive of 


kindly Intelligence and a searching pair 
of brown eyes, each said to bo as 
large as a quarter of a dollar. King 
Ndombo's domain Is about as large as 
the state of New Jerspy and contains 
some 100,000 Inhabitants. The king is 
credited, with possessing thirty-one 
wives and forty children. 


A band of some 800 pyginics lives on 


the edgo of King Ndombe's town. 
They dwell in beehive-like huts, formed 
of bent sticks covered with leaves and 
palm fibers, with an opening In the 
bottom just large enough for them to 
crawl through. The inside would be 
about the size of two good sized dry 
goods boxes. This cramped place shel- 
ters a man, wife and half n dozen chil- 
dren." 
A full grown native cannot 


stand erect or lie at full length in one 
of these .structures. The more primi- 
tive pygmies are. to be found far In the 
forest Interior, where the tree dwelling 
tribes exi.st. Here cannibalism -is met 
with, and some more or less dangerous 
jiud thrilling experiences may result, 
With pygmy guides and urtned native 
attendants Professor Starr will pitch 
camp and carry on his observations 
within range of the deadly poisoned 
arrows of the tree hiding dwarfs, not 
yet Introduced to white men. 


Samuel Verner, now awaiting Pro- 


fessor Starr's arrival to introduce him 
to King Ndombe, and who was for many 
months practically^ a next door ncljrli- 
bor to the little" black dwarfs, says the 
entire life of the little people is given 
up to hunting and' fishing. They never 
till the soli or become agriculturists. 
Their principal weapon 'is tho primitive 
bow, with .poisoned arrows. The pyg- 
mies are often shorter than their bows. 
Tho poison they use Is one of the mo-.n 
fatal known. 
It will cause death in 


from two to five minutes. Sometimes. 
instead of quick death, the wound, it' 
inflicted upon, a person, will cause In- 


. sanity. A light scratch is snflicient to 
produce madness, anil finally death by 
convulsions In about two weeks. There 
Is no antidote yet discovered for this 
poison.

expert that at seventy-five feet he can 
send nn arrow through a rat scamper- 
ing full speed' across the ground. Their 
sense of smell is as keen as a dog's. 
and mut-h of (heir game is discovered 
through the medium of the nose. Their 
peculiar species of diminutive dog does 
not bni-k. so a string of vro:xl?n bells 
Is fastened about its nee!; to 'indicate' 
li.~ whereabouts while hunting.

The last has a rus- 
tling sound when pronounced, imlta- 
t.ive^of the reptile wriggling over leaves. 
Their vocabulary Is limited. A special 
effort will be made by Professor Starr 
to get n full version of their odd phrase- 
ology on the phonograph. A language 
primer of'the pygmies will be a nov- 
elty.

This is the autumn rule of health 


which you must observe unless you 
wish to have an Irritating throat cough 
throughout the breezy October and No- 
vember days, according to Dr. Heman 
Spaldiug, chief medical inspector of 
the city health department of Chicago, 


It appears, according to Dr. Spald- 


iug, that a' thorough, long, insistent 
roasting Is guaranteed to make the 
worst "bad-man" among the germs a 
harmless Individual of the mildest na- 
ture, says the Chicago Record-Herald. 
But an unroasted germ is .-worse than 
a reckless chauffeur. 


The germs to which Dr. Spalding re- 


fers are thpse which have gathered in 
the dark recesses of the furnaces dur- 
ing the summer months, and he de- 
clares the heat registers should not be 
opened until the germs have been roast- 
ed to a crisp brown.

"Before the registers are opened," 


said the doctor the other day, "the heat 
should be turned on and allowed to 
roast the germs and foreign material 
in the pipes. The heat will destroy tho 
germs arid 'prevent them from, entering 
the rooms."

If the perms are not roasted they 


will mingle in the atmosphere, boasting 
their full virility, and will cause throat 
coughs of varying 'degrees of irrita- 
tion. The principal germs are of the 
staphylococcus and streptococcus vari- 
eties.

-St. .Elizabeth's 
hospital, as the result of a stroke of 
paralysis. 


The attack was the second he had 


suffered' since the stroke that caused 
his collapse four months ago in. the 
midst of his financial difficulties.

eeekinjj health, and his condition ap- 
parently was so much improved that 
he- was on his way back home to To- 
peka, where he intended to set 
to 


work to rehabilitate his fortune and 
repay his .creditors, 


He carried Insurance to the amount 


of $1,231,500, of which over one-half 
was assigned to the receiver of the 
bank in Topeka. In that city it was 
said that this -windfall probably would 
enable the bank to pay. its depositors 
in full.

Head of Many Enterprises. 


v Until his spectacular failure 
Mr. 


Devlin was head of twenty-six differ- 
ent companies, was one ot the largest 
soft coal operators in the west,, and 
stockholder in 
a. string 
of 
banks 


reaching from Illinois to Kansas. He 
was one of 'the first men to open up 
the town of Spring1 Valley, 111. 


The first attack which Mr. Devlin 


suffered last July, was brought on by 
overwork. It came in the form of a 
cnrebral hemorrhage, producing par- 
alysis'of _the left side. As his affairs 
were in th<^ hands of receivers, he 
placed his three eldest children in. 
school in Chicago, took his wife and 
the other two children, and his old 
friend, the Rev. John F. Power of 
Spring Valley, and sought rest in Ire- 
land.

melancholia.

weeks his mind had cleared greatly, 
and when he arrived! In New York 
on Oct.. 25-, he insisted on starting im- 
mediately for..'
